Scientist Urges Ex- 

- panded Civil Defense 
Preparations in Case 
of ‘Nuclear Event.’ 


CINCINNATI, May 26 (AP)— 
An atomic defense specialist 
said yesterday that war is not 
the only threat of atomic trou- 
ble to Americans. 

Cosmo J. Liberti of Olney, 
Md., a civil defense radiology 
officer, told a civic group: 

“The possibility of (peace- 
time) nuclear incidents or acci- 
dents has increased. They have 
occurred. 


“The B-47 accidents last year 
at Sidi Slimane and at Flor- 
ence, §.C., and recent Nike 
explosions, atomic reactor and 
industrial isotope user acci- 
dents are just beginning.” 

Liberti did not expand on 
these incidents, but apparently 
referred in part to a crash of 
an Air Force plane in the Caro- 
linas with an atomic device 
aboard, and to laboratory and 
other accidents. 

Liberti was here to urge ex- 
panded civil defense prepara- 
tion in case of what he called 

“a nuclear event”’—in war or 
peacetime. 

He said the progress of nu- 
clear power, increased use of 
radioactive substances in priv- 
ate enterprises, “the transpor- 
tation by common carrier of 
isotopes to all parts of the na- 
tion, the readiness of our Air 
Force Strategic Air Command 
combat planes armed with nu- 
clear weapons, and the trans- 
portation of other types of spe- 
cial weapons containing nu- 
clear components” all show the 
need for atom recovery pro- 
grams, 

He added, “the agony of 
delay in \availabl ity of AEC 
and emergency teams may be 
present.” 

Liberti paid the fallout due 
to atomic testing was “relative- 
ly trivial” up to 1951, but said, 

“The Nike shot of the Ivy se- 
| ries of 1952 initiated the mega- 
ton age and changed the rules 
of the game.’ 

“However,” he added, “with 
the Bravo ‘shot of March l, 
1954, of the Castle series, some 
200 human beings received se- 
rious doses of radiation from 
fallout.

tuted body, which applies to 
the State Commission of In- 
vestigation. 

Myles J. Lane, formerly 
United States district attorney, 
here, a member of the four- 
man commission, ex plained 
that while under criminal stat- 
utes the indefinite penalty 
could not be imposed, the civil 
law provided for the sentence | 
by the same token that an aili- 
mony defaulter could be jailed 
until he met his obligation.

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FRING BY STATE

JEFFERSON CITY, May 26 
~A bill prohibiting discrimi- 
nation by reason of race, color 
or creed in the hiring of state 
employes was passed yesterday 
by the House and sent to Gov. 
James T. Blair. 

However, before passing the 
bill, the House concurred in a 
Senate amendment that struck 
the penalty provisions from the 


measure. The final vote was 
124 to 3. 

Also passed was a Senate- 
approved bil: that would pro-| 
vide for the transfer of senile 
patients from state institutions 
to private homes or nursing 
homes. As the result of an 
amendment passed by the 
House, the bill will have to re- 
turn to the Senate. 

That amendment would pre- 
clude payment by the state for 
such patients transferred to 
their families or to any relative 
within the fourth degree of 
consanguinity. The vote on the 
bill was 126 to 0. 
Representative F. Neil Asche- | 
meyer (Dem.), St. Louis county, | 
who handled the bill on the 
floor, said there were about 
1000 senile patients who could 
be transferred to private 
boarding homes or nursing 
homes, Payment for their care 
in such homes could not ex- 
ceed the average daily cost 
of such patients in state in- 
stitutions. 

A companion bill that would 
provide for the care of im- 
proved mental patients of the 
state in “half-way houses” such 
as boarding and nursing homes 
was amended in similar fashion 
by the House. After debate, 
however, it was laid over for 
further consideration. Both 
measures were recommended 
by the state’s new Mental 
Health Commission as a means 
of relieving overcrowding of 
state ifistitutions. 

The House Committee on 
Municipal Corporations, by a 
vote of 14 to 0, today recom- 
mended passage of a bill to en- 
able St. Louis and Kansas City 
to establish pension plans for 
city employes. The bill has the 
approval of the Senate. The 
enabling act would permit the 
two cities to set up pension 
programs when money to fi- 
nance them is available. 

A bill establishing a joint 
licensing and examining board 
for medical doctors and osteo- 
paths was finally passed by the 
Senate today and sent to the 
Governor. 

A new state examining board 
will include five medical prac- 
titioners an dtwo osteopaths, 
with broad powers to regulate 
the professions. The vote was 
33 to 0 for the bill and for a 
House amendment granting a 
license to Dr. Waldo Isom, vet- 
eran nox county physician 
whose educational qualifica- 
tions had prevented him from 
being licensed.

Whitton of the department “to 


Mr. Chairman, would you care 
to testify under oath?” 

The chairman replied he had 
“nothing to testify about,” and 
called on Engineer Whitton to 
be sworn. 

Whitton’s Version. 

Whitton, refreshing his mem- 
ory from a sheet of notes, tes- 
tified his recollection was that 
“Mr. King called me twice and 
possibly three times” about the 
bridge fire loss. 

He said his “distinct impres- 
sion” was that King urged that 
the concrete cap not be re- 
placed. Whitton recalled that 
King called later and said the 
cap would be replaced.

SPRINGFIELD, May 26 
(UPI)—Gov. Stratton’s bills for 
a half cent increase in the 
state sales and use taxes pased 
the Senate today and moved to 
the House. 

The two bills squeaked 
through by identical 31-25 votes, 
just one vote over the 30 need- 
ed for passage. The vote gen- 
erally was on party lines, with 
Democrats voting in opposi- 
tion. 

The sales and use taxes 
would be increased from 2% 
cents to three cents on the 
dollar under the bills. In addi- 
tion most communities are now 
levying a half cent city sales 
tax. 

The bills would earmark the 
money to be gained from the 
tax increases for state school 
aid. Gov. Stratton estimated 
the sales tax increase would 
produce about $106,000,000 in 
additional revenue in the next 
two years. 

The bills were amended to 
limit the increases to the two 
years starting July 1. But the 
1961 Legislature could extend 
the increase, just as the 1957 
Legislature extended the half 
cent increase passed in 1955. 
The bills also provide that 
retailers may keep 2 per cent 
of the total taxes they collect 
to cover their cost of collec- 
tion. This provision was vetoed 
by Stratton in 1957. 

The tax increase bills are 
expected to encounter stronger 
opposition in the Houes where 
the Democrats hold a majority. 
The House Revenue Committee 
has already approved bills to 
boost corporation franchise 
taxes tenfold as an alternative 
to a sales tax boost.

WASHINGTON, May 26 
(UPI) — The House overrode 
its. Appropriations Committee 
today and allotted $2,000,000 to 
begin construction of a new Al- 
catraz-type federal prison. 

By a standing vote of 127 to 
49, the House tentatively added 
the funds to a pending $649.- 
896,700. appropriations bill. 
The action was subject to a 
possible roll call vote later, but 
the dopsided vote indicated it 
would not be overturned. 

The amednment was spon- 
sored by Representative Ken- 
neth J. Gray (Dem.), Illinois, 
and backed by the Illinois dele- 
gation in the bélief that the 
prison would be built in south- 
ern Illinois, 

The Administration had re- 
quested that Congress provide 
$9,875,000 this year to finance 
the full cost of the prison, but 
the Appropriations Committee 
refused o provide a penny, 

A three-man site committee 
has recommended a tract in 
Crab Orchard wildlife refuge 
in Gray's district near Marion, 
Ill., as the preferred location 
for the proposed new prison. 
A site near Taylorville, I1., 
was rated “almost equal in de- 
sirability.” 

Other Proposed Site. 


The committee listed an area 
south of Kirksville, Mo., as No. 
3—this falls in the congres- 
sional district of Representa- 
tive Clarence Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri. He is chairman of the 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

The Federal Bureau of Pris- 
ons, in a report for the year 
ending: last June 30, said that 
in the last 10 years the number 
of persons in prisons and re- 
formatories has increased more 
than 225 per cent. The report 
added: 

“The significance of our 
problem, however, lies in the 
fact that the prison popula- 
tions are increasing at a great- 
er rate than the increase in 
population would warrant.” 

Overcrowding created a host 
of allied problems, the report 
points out, aside from the 
mere physical fact that prisons 
are fast running out of space. 

For one thing, the bureau 
says it is unable to carry out 
» adequate programs for the re- 
© habilitation of criminals. Fa- 


Then there is the problem of 
In cramped quarters, 
There is 
which all too often 
leads to violence. 

The federal prisons also are 
unable, because of overcrowd- 
ing, to segregate various types 
of lawmakers. This also slows 
down efforts to convert crim- 
inals into useful citizens. 

“The results of overcrowding 
are also extremely devastating 
in their effects upon employ- 
ment, vocational training, edu- 
cation, counseling and many of 
the other. basic elements of a 
sound correctional program,” 
the report says. 

Appraisal of Conditions. 

After touching briefly on the 
special problems of state pris- 
ons, the bureau gives these ap- 
praisals of conditions in the 
federal system: 

1. Since 1940, no major in- 
stitutional facility has been 


built or added to the federal | 


prison system. The bureau has 
been forced to take repeated 
emergency steps to handle the 
prisoner load. 

2. Serious crimes have been 
on the increase and enforce- 
ment has improved, with the 
result that there are propor- 
tionately more long-term pris- 
oners than ever before. 

3. Increased use of probation 
and parole as_ rehabilitative 
measures have left the prisons 
with a higher percentage of 
“problem” inmates—hardened, 
confirmed criminals and re- 
peaters.

The federal Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads has warned that, 
unless something is done soon, 
there will be no funds avail- 
able to support the federal 
share of the program during 
the year ‘beginning July 1, 
1960. Furthermore, for the 
following year only $500,000,- 
000 will be available instead 
of the $2,200,000,000 originally | 
contemplated. 


The problem its one that 
must be faced now because of 
the lead time required to pre- 
pare road projects for con- 
struction. Under normal pro- 
cedure the Bureau of Public | 
Roads would notify the states 
this July of the amount .o 
federal funds they could ex- 
pect to receive during the 
year beginning July 1, 1960. 
This would enable them to be- 
gin planning for future proj- 
ects, secure in the knowledge 
that money would be available 
to pay the bills when actual 
construction was undertaken. 
The Federal Government pays 
90 per cent of the cost of in- 
terstate highway projects, with 
the remaining 10 per cent be- 
ing borne by the state. 


Gloomy Picture. 


A gloomy picture of what 
will happen if the July appor- 
tionment of federal funds for 
1960-61 is not made was drawn 
recently by Ralph Bartelsmey- 
er, chief engineer of the IIli- 
nois State Highway Depart- 
ment and president of the | 
American Association of State | 
Highway Officials. 

He told the House Com-. 
mitte on Public Works that | 
by the end of next month five | 
states—Ohio, California, Con- | 
necticut, New York and Ver-| 
mont—will reach the point | 
where they will be unable to | 
award new highway contracts | 
until additional federal funds | 
are apportioned. 

Missouri, Illinois and 15 | 
other states will reach this 
point by next January. By July 
of 1960, Bartelsmeyer estimat- 
ed, all but 12 of the states will 
have ceased awarding con- 
tracts. 


In addition, 32 states prob- 
ably will have to dismiss some 
of the engineering and tech- 
nical personnel they recruited 
after the interstate highway | 
program was started.in its 
present form three years ago. 
Most of the remainder of the 
states employ consulting engi- 
neering firms, and many of 
them will be affected if there 
is a cutback. 

10-Billion-Dollar Cost. 


Attempting to put a price tag 
on the cost of interrupting the 
highway construction program, 
Bartelsmeyer set the figure at 
10 billion dollars. The largest 
part of this amount, about six 
billion dollars, consists of sav- 
ings in operating expenses, ac- 
cident costs and travel time 
that would be realized by mo-| 
torists through use of improved 
roads. Loss in wages by em- 
ployes of road projects and | 
other factors make up the re- 
mainder of the estimate. 


Bartelsmeyer cautioned that 
the two-year curtailment in 
federal apportionments fore- 
seen by the Bureau of Public 
Roads will cause a three-year 
delay in the interstate time- 
table, which now _ envisions 
completion of construction in 
1972. If the program is inter- 
rupted, he said, it will require 
a year “to get the wheels roll- 
ing again and get back on 
schedule.” 

The critical financial condi- 
tion of the interstate highway 
program is the result of two 
basic factors: The recent re- 
cession and inflation. 

As a means of countering the 


— 


recession, Congress last year au-. 


thorized a special $400,000,000 
road program. It also increased 
authorizations for the interstate 
program for three years and set 
aside a “pay as you go” clause 
for two years. As a result, the 
Treasury Department estimates 
that unless additional revenue 
is provided, the highway pro- 
gram will incur a deficit of 


$241,000,000 by the end of 1960. | 


Gasoline Tax Rise. 


To meet this problem, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has suggested 
that the federal tax on motor 
fuel be increased from 3 to 414 
cents a gallon for five years 
beginning in July. If additional 
tax revenue is not made avail- 
able, the Government’s general 
fund will have to be drawn on, 
thus increasing the deficit the 
Eisenhower Administration is 
likely to face at the end of the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The interstate highway pro- 
gram is supported from a trust 
fund that operates outside the 
Government’s administrative 
budget. When the interstate 
program was in its 
present form in 1956, receipts 
from the federal gasoline tax 
and a number of other high- 
way-user taxes were earmarked 
for the trust fund.

Dogs on the Loose 


There are three necessary steps 
to be taken immediately to pre- 
vent any tragedy similar to that 
suffered by the Draper child. 


1. Every incorporated munici- 
pality should immediately insti- 
tute a strict leash law, whereby 
dogs must be properly confined in 
fenced yards or a —— run- 
ways. or the owners of dogs should 
be required to give the dogs prop- 
ér exercise on a leash. Any per- 
son not willing to abide by these 
measures should not own a dog. 


2. Strict regulations should be 
instituted to prevent the astro- 
nomical surplus breeding of dogs 
and cats, too. Humane societies 
should strictly enforce policies of 
neutering female animals; the li- 
cense fee for female dogs should 
be considerably higher than for 
male dogs, and laws against per- 
mitting female animals to run at 
large should be rigidly enforced. 


People who permit their female 
animals to breed, then give the 
unfortunate puppies to their chil- 
dren’s friends, with no thought of 
whether or not the parents want 
thé puppy, are as responsible as 
anyone for the abandonment of 
dogs, and the subsequent trage- 
dies that occur when hunger-mad 
dogs form in dangerous packs. 


3. Every humane society should 
strengthen its adoption policies. 
It is ridiculous for communities 
to make laws whereby dogs must 
be confined in properly fenced 
yards, if the humane societies are 
_ going to place dogs in homes 
without ascertaining whether the 
néw owners are properly prepared 
to care for a dog. 


It is to be hoped that every 
person will now feel his own 
grave responsibility towards aban- 
doned, homeless dogs in his neigh- 
borhood, and not wait until the 
oor animal has gone mad from 
unger, thirst and illness before 
calling the Humane Society. The 
St. Louis area is more fortunate 
than most cities in having not one 
but two humane societies. 


Just a little human kindness— 
just a little more human decency 
~—could have averted Saturday's 
tragedy.

justment” and “social techniques” at the ex- 
pense of intellectual subjects. At the same 
time it calls for better teachers, teachers who 
have mastered their subjects instead of ac- 
quiring credits in “education.” The lack of 
such credits never should keep a competent 
teacher out of a classroom. 

Since the committee is headed by Dr. James 
R. Killian Jr. of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and is composed of members of 
science faculties, research directors and tech- 
nicians, its heavy emphasis on scientific train- 
ing even for adults beyond their school years 
is natural. There may be some dissent by 
those working in non-scientific disciplines. 
They may say that we cannot afford to be a 
nation of just scientists and engineers. Yet 
every educator will concur in the demand for 
higher standards of achievement, for better 
teachers and better teaching aids, and for 
greater educational opportunities and re- 
wards, too, for the talented. 

This is a back-to-sputnik report. It is 
“concerned about the slow progress” which 
American schools are making in giving all stu- 
dents a scientific background, and in “provid- 
ing adequate educational programs to those 
with talent for and interest in achieving pro- 
fessional careers in science, engineering and 
technology.” 

The indictment is all too true. The sputnik 
furor has largely died down. While it is be- 
coming more difficult to get into college, this 
stems more from the competition of the in- 
creasing number seeking admission than from 
a raising of standards. And the hivh schools, 
on the whole, have done too little to reform 
their courses of study. 

This report is full of detailed suggestions 
as to what should be done. It is to be hoped 
that it will convince the people that they 
must insist on better schools, and pay for 
them. But money alone will not raise stand- 
ards substantially. 


Big Ben’s Birthday 

We trust that London’s famed Big Ben will 
ring with more than ordinary lustiness on 
May 31. That day is the centennial of the 
great Westminster clock in Victoria tower. 
Technically speaking, Big Ben is not the clock, 
but a huge bell, which began sounding two 
months after the clock hands first moved in 
1859, but Britons seldom distinguish. Pre- 
sumably the name—bell and clock—devel- 
oped when Sir Benjamin Hall, advocating the 
name of St. Stephen, talked too long “nd tire- 
somely in Parliament below. So Bit Ben is 
in part a monument to political prolixity. But 
it has been adopted as a kind of national 
monument and has rung faithfully through 
peace and war and buzz bombs. May it ring 
in its second hundred years with a mature 
and well-rounded bong. 


Golden Opportunity 

There is welcome news from the land of 
Hollywood, Vice President Nixon and the se- 
quoias. The California Legislature has just 
completed ratification of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the United States Constitution. 
That is the post-Civil War amendment, sub- 
mitted by Congress in 1866 and ratified by a 
majority of the states in 1868, which prohibits 
the states from denying citizens due process 
or equal protection of the law. 

For most of the 93 years since the Four- 
teenth Amendment was submitted to the states 
for approval, constitutional authorities have 
been arguing over its meaning. One school, 
for example, holds that it extended the Fed- 
eral Bill of Rights lock, stock and barrel to the 
states. Another school says equally firmly: 
No, it did not. And there have been a limit- 
less number of controversies over whether a 
citizen received due process of law when his 
house and lot were taken or he was jailed. 

Since California, following close on the 
heels of another laggard, Maryland, has en- 
tered its ratification with eyes open after at 
least three quarters of a century of heated 
dispute, the State of the Golden Gate (or 
Maryland for that matter!) can do the country 
a good turn. It can tell the legal experts just 
what the Fourteenth Amendment really 
means. It can stop all the wrangling once 
and for all—maybe. 


Deceit on Fallout Hazards 

In manipulating a soothing-sirup statement 
on radiation from its General Advisory Com- 
mittee, the Atomic Energy Commission under 
new Chairman McCone is engaging in the 
same kind of deception that is causing former 
Chairman Strauss so much trouble in his at- 
tempt to be confirmed as Secretary of 
Commerce. 

The Advisory Committee’s reassuring state- 
ment was issued May 7, in the midst of the 
hearings before the Congressional Joint Com- 
mittee’s subcommittee on radiation. The com- 
mittee consists of scientists in industry and 
educational institutions appointed by the 
President. Its findings normally would tend to 
be accepted by the public as objective and 
independently arrived-at. Yet in this case the 
committee did not move on its own initiative 
—it was called in by the AEC. Its findings 
were not results of independent studies, but 

‘a digest of pap spoon-fed to it in two and a 
half days of briefings by the AEC. 

Nor were the statements of facts it ad- 
duced in support of its conclusions acceptable 
at face value, as most citizens would be led 
by appearances to accept them. They were 
more of the half-truths and deceptions, 
phrased in tricky language to seem reassur- 
ing, such as have lowered the credibility of 
the AEC itself. 

As an example, the Advisory Committee 
said the amount of strontium-90 present in 
food and water “is less of a hazard than the 
amount of radium normally present in public 
drinking water supply in certain places in the 
United States and in public use for many 
decades.” The reference would seem to apply

Election results show that McKinley was 
ousted by some 13,300 votes to 11,800, and 
up and down the line the margin was similarly 
close but decisive. Aside from recalling the 
three segregationists, Little Rock voted to 
keep the moderates on the School Board. 

The Faubus crowd is interpreting all this 
as a vote for racial integration. More simply, 
Little Rock’s election was a vote for schools— 
for open schools, for their pupils and for their 
teachers. Secondarily, it was the first popu- 
lar rebuke for Gov. Faubus and the extreme 
segregationists. The people were fed up. 


Cowardly and Unconscionable 


Is the dental health of 100,000 St. Louis 
county children as important as the economic 
interests of the steamfitters’ union? We be- 
lieve it is. We believe the County Council 
should add an emergency clause to the pend- 
ing fluoridation ordinance, just as it added an 
emergency clause to the plumbing code revi- 
sion which benefited the steamfitters at the 
expense of the plumbers. 

The effect of an emergency clause would 
be to start the wheels turning for fluoridation 
of the water supply immediately. If the emer- 
gency clause were omitted, action would be de- 
layed, and might be stalled indefinitely by 
maneuvers to call a referendum. 

The noisy and ill-informed minority which 
opposes fluoridation would like to stall this 
highly desirable public health measure as 
long as possible. It is arguing that anybody 
who favors the emergency clause must be 
against democracy because he is against a 
referendum. 

This is nonsense. Not every piece of legis- 
lation need be submitted to the voters in 
order to fulfill the democratic way of life, 
and'there are fewer good reasons for submit- 
ting the fluoridation ordinance than there are 
for much other legislation. Fluoridation is a 
technical question of public health science, 
best decided on the advice of qualified techni- 
cal people; and that advice is overwhelmingly 
in favor. 

Nobody suggests that the question of chlori- 
nating the water supply should be decided by 
the voters. Nobody suggests that the voters 
should decide for themselves whether to re- 
spect quarantine regulations by the county 
health department. Nobody suggests that it 
is undemocratic for a representative legisla- 
tive body like the county council to adopt tax 
measures that are not subject to referendum. 
The furore over a fluoridation referendum is 
strictly synthetic, designed not to promote 
democratic processes but to obstruct them. 

The simple fact is that the County Council 
has an obligation to decide the fluoridation 
question instead of passing the buck to the 
electorate. It is to make such decisions that 
a Council is elected in the first place. If the 
Council passes the ordinance but declines to 
attach the emergency clause, it will be trying 
to please everybody by voting Yes but per- 
mitting the minority to obstruct action. 

That is political cowardice and a great dis- 
service to the children of St. Louis county. 
The children have been denied protection 
against dental decay for four years now, and 
it would be unconscionable to postpone action 
for another year or two out of political 
cowardice. 


High Time for a Good Plan 


The Army-Air Force controversy over 
whose ground-to-air missile is better leaves 
no doubt as to the existence of indecision, 
fuzzy thinking and big-industry rivalry in the 
Pentagon. 

Secretary McElroy said two weeks ago that 
he would not be embarrassed if- Congress 
would hold the military’s “feet to the fire” 
and force a decision. The Senate Armed 
Services committee thereupon drastically re- 
duced funds sought for the Army’s Nike 
Hercules missile, thus greatly encouraging 
the Air Force with its Bomarc. 

Now Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Army chief 
of staff who is retiring June 30, has issued a 
statement that air defense is the Army’s mis- 
sion which it is performing well. Army spokes- 
men have also assailed the Senate committee 
for its cut in funds. 

The merits of the case are not easy for the 
layman to follow. The Nike has been opera- 
tional for almost a year. But the Bomarc, 
a more expensive missile, will not be ready 
until late this year. While Nike has a 100- 
mile range, Bomarc has 200. But Nike has 
knocked down a 2000-mile-an-hour target at 
70,000 feet whereas the slower Bomarc has 
no supersonic target to its credit. If a 
choice must be made, Nike seems to have 
considerably the better of it at this time. 

Before he left for Geneva, Secretary McE)- 
roy modified his “feet-to-the-fire” statement. 
What he meant, he said, was that the Penta- 
gon would like to present a master air defense 
plan in which both missiles would be used. A 
master plan that will ensure stronger national 
defense would be a splendid accomplishment. 
One wonders why the Pentagon did not stop 
the wrangling months ago so that the master 
plan could be in the implementation stage 
right now.

The President is quite right to 
note that with employment picking 
up, a balanced budget becomes more 
important (although with recovery 
still far from complete a modest 
deficit in the next 12 months ought 
not to be a serious source of concern, 
in our opinion). But whenever he

ments include a plan to integrate 
Central American industry and the 
completion of a treaty of free com- 
merce, already- ratified by Guate- 
mala, Nicaragua and El Salvador. 
This treaty is the basis for a Central 
American common market which 
could be the prelude to eventual po- 
litical unification. Of course, further 
discussion and negotiation are re- 
quired. 

In their separate sovereign ways, 
these isthmian countries have been 
hamstrung by tariffs and red tape 
restrictions on travel and communi- 
cations. The common market not 


speaks of a balanced budget, Mr. 
Eisenhower seems to think solely in 
terms of cutting expenditures—how- 
ever grave the human and social 
deficits which may result. 


His bookkeeping approach thus is 
curiously one-sided. Although he 
speaks often of the early prospect 
of a half-trillion-dollar economy, it 
never seems to occur to him that 
such an economy can—and should— 
support a bigger federal budget, His 
appeal for new highway revenues has 
been a welcome lapse, but ironically 
Congress is not likely to heed this 
plea, mainly for the reason that this 
Administration has poisoned the po- 
litical air against any and all expan- 
sions of federal activity. 


The American people look to their 
Government for action on their most 
pressing and immediate problems, 
among them security, decent homes 
and cities, better education, and 
progress against poverty, disease and 
crime. The American people are 
again demonstrating the productive 
capacity to provide sil-out attacks on 
these problems, while still sustaining 
a high level of consumer purchasing. 


But the Administration seems con- 
tent to boast about the country’s ca- 
pacities and to minimize its prob- 
lems. Blindly it refuses to tap the 
growing reservoir of national power 
to meet the mounting requirements 
for national action. And, sadly, a 
Democratic Congress has so far 
largely acquiesced, 


only would open up a market of 
10,000,000 persons, but would pro- 
vide for freer movement and consoli- 
dated development of a region rich 
in natural resources. 


As Col. Lemus pointed out during 
his American visit, numerous condi- 
tions speak for eventual Central 
American unity among the countries, 
common language, a common histori- 
cal background and a common re- 
ligion. 

Now that a degree of democracy 
has supplanted the dictatorships in 
these lands, the prospects for unity 
are brighter than in many decades.

So George’s enterprises failed; and 
finally on a dark December night in 
1825, he fled with his family to 
Cuba, leaving Bristol stunned, then 
angry and distinctly bankrupt. 
“Whole families left town. .. . The 
western migration, which drained 
other New England towns slowly, 
at once. ... The 
Bristol was  instan- 
taneous.” And the Civil War years 
only intensified the decline. 


Later General George’s daughter 
married into the Colt firearms fam- 
ily, restored the De Wolf mansion in 
Bristol and slowly rebuilt the legends 
of the Great Folks.

Lopat Pitching 

The proud Yankees, down 
but not out, haven’t been 
developing their own pitch- 
ing lately—that’s a fact and 
a factor in their difficulties 
now— but take it from a man 
who ought to know: The 
Bombers will bounce back 
with farm - developed toe 
plate talent. 

Blond, round-faced Ed lo- 
pat, former star lefthander 
and now pitching coach for 
the New York organization, 
made a prediction about the 
future of the Yankee staff at 
breakfast here with Lou Ma- 
guolo, scout, and Ken Scha- 
berg, St. Louis hotel man. 

“You're right,” said Lopat, 
in answer to a question “that 
most of the present staff has 
eome in trades. The club 
hasn’t developed pitchers as 
it has other players, but after 
managing Richmond for them 
the last three years and mak- 
ing the rounds of farms this 
season, I can tell you we've 
got ‘em again. They're on 
the way.” 

Lopat made it plain he was 
talking about next year, not 
this season. 

“T think the club will snap 
out of this poor spell, which 
we like to feel, naturally, is 
only a slump,” he said. “Every 
department of play has been 
off—pitching, offense and de- 
fense — and, I believe, the 
club’s confidence has been 
shaken, as a result, causing 
the fellas to press, to try 
too hard.” 


Turned Down Cards 


Lopat, who hung up his 
glove four years ago at 37, 
is proud that the Cardinals 
sought him as pitching coach 
last fall. He stayed with the 
Yankees, he explained, be- 
cause he had 10 years in the 
organization. They gave him 
this farm-system pitching in- 
structor’s job equivalent to 
Sal Maglie’s post with the 
Redbird subsidiaries. 

The Yanks had good rea- 
son to hang onto the Polish 
kid from the sidewalks of 
New York. For one thing, he 
represents one of the best 
deals swung by George Weiss, 
now chided about the bad 
ones that have come back to 
plague the champions, 
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Weiss gave the White Sox 
three players for lefty Lopat. 
Aaron Robinson, the catcher, 
and two pitchers—Bill Wight 
ang Fred Bradley, never 
amounted to much at Chi- 
cago, though Frank Lane as- 
tutely peddled Robinson to 
Detroit for slick southpaw 
Billy Pierce in one of the 
finest holdups this side of 
Sherwood Forest. 


Lopat, a 16-13 _ pitcher 
with a good 2.81 earned-run 
average for the sixth-place 
Pale Hose in °47, became 
even steadier with the more 
talented New York team be- 
hind him. He won 116 games 
and lost only 63 in the fa- 
mous pin-stripes of the Bronx 
Bombers. He had a 21-9 sea- 
son in 1951 and led the 
Ameriean League in both 
percentage (W 16, L 4) and 
ERA (2.43) in '53. 


In World Series play heady 
Eddie was even better, win- 
ning four and losing only 
one. He was at his best in 
the tough 1951 Series with 
the Giants, gaining two vic- 
tories in which he allowed 
only one earned run. 


Mound Master 


Lopat smiled as he ex- 
plained that because he 
could hit Jimmy Dykes, man- 
aging the White Sox, wanted 
to convert him to a first 
baseman in 1945, his second 
major league season. Only 
Muddy Ruel, Dykes’ pitch- 
ing coach, prevented a switch 
that, in Ed’s own judgment,

The Government 
charges you 6 per cent 
interest on the back 
taxes, and since you still 
have to pay taxes on your 
present income, plus the 
interest, there is rarely 
anything left to pay off 
the old debt. 

The longer you owe 
the money, Saroyan ex- 
plained to us, the more 
it adds up, until pretty 
soon you can never get 
even, particularly if 
you're a writer and can’t 
make a capital-gains deal. 

Saroyan’s troubles 
began in 1947, he said, 
when the Government 
disallowed $11,000 in de- 
ductions. He said he now 
owes $30,000. He has earned over $50,000 a year for the 
last 12 years, but he has never been able to catch up with 
his past. 

Saroyan said every time he was scheduled to earn any 
money the Government put a lien on it and it was turned 
over to them, “On the Ed Sullivan show I told Ed to send 
the money directly to the Government. The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post paid me $37,000 for a serial, and $30,000 of it 
went to Washington before I saw it. 


“I'm not mad at the Government. All I say 
is that there are a lot of people unfairly taxed 
and amongst them are writers. Big business isn’t 
unfairly taxed because they have the lawyers to 
fight it. If I wanted to fight about taxes I could 
do it, but I don’t have the time to devote to it. In 
America we give tax rebates to the oil companies 
because oil is considered a natural resource, I 
should think American writing is a natural re- 
source too. But writers aren’t as smart as the oil 
companies.” 


Saroyan said he originally intended to live in Yugo- 
slavia, where he was going to make a film, but the deal 
hasn’t gone through. 

“It was a great film, in which all the language prob- 

* Jems were solved,” he said. “Instead of language I was 
going to include all the human sounds, such as grunts, 
cheers, shouting, sighs, songs, cries and tears. There was 
dialogue, but the literal meaning was irrelevant. The 
Yugoslavs expressed interest in making the picture, but I 
was let down. They wanted the same thing Hollywood 
wanted. I faced the problems of money and dictatorship 
from money, pressure from money and, worst of all, story 
approval. Not that the story couldn’t stand approval, but 
I didn’t want to give in, because if I did I would never be 
able to make the picture as I wanted to. So I left and I 
decided if I couldn’t make the picture in Yugoslavia 
I might as well live in Paris. I am now working on a 
screen idea for Darryl Zanuck. I’m gambling that the story 
will be irresistible.” 


“Did you get permission from the Government to leave 
the United States?” 

“I’m not on speaking terms with the Government,” 
Saroyan replied. “There is no law that you can’t leave the 
country if you owe back taxes. I imagine they realize 
themselves it’s the only chance they have of ever seeing 
their money. I’ve been asked by another part of the Gov- 
ernment to give a series of lectures while I’m abroad. But 
this part of the Government doesn’t want to pay for it. 
I maintain that if one part of the Government keeps taking 
my money, it’s only fair the other part of the Government 
should pay me for working for them.” 


Saroyan has written 30 published books and 
20 produced plays. He says he has many unpub- 
lished manuscripts that he doesn’t want te see in 
print until he gets the financial benefits from 
them, His most successful book was “The Human 
Comedy,” which has been translated into every 
language, including Russian.

“People live by it. But I’m not as pleased with it as 
I was when I wrote it.

My greatest 
thrills were ordering from room service, buying new 
clothes, and staying up in night clubs all night. Now, 20 
years later, I'm back at the Great Northern, the exuber- 
ance is gone, and I’m down on the level with everybody, 
where I belong. 

“The only thing is, in those days I met many beautiful 
blondes, most of whom never read anything I wrote, who 
always jumped up and down in excitement when they met 
me. Now I only meet elderly school teachers.”

MRS. LOUISE MEYERSON VETTA-KARST was a small- 
boned, very pretty and dominating woman. She had long, 
blue-green eyes, heavy red-brown hair piled on top of her 
head, and a complexion of pure cream — with exclamation

She loved singing more than any- 


thing else and, I think, she loved me next to singing. I know 


I felt that way toward her. 

Lulu—as her friends called 
her — was closely related to 
Chouteau, a fur trapper in the 
early days, one of the first 
settlers of the trading post of 
St. Louis. When she was very 

she traveled to Europe 
and lived there for a time, then 
came back and married in St. 
Louis. Six or seven years later 
she was divorced, went back to 
France, and entered the uni- 
versity for 17 years of studying 
music. She knew everything 
about it; and she was deter- 
mined to pass it along to the 
future. I was selected as the 
vessel in which this was to be 
conveyed. 

She was composed of oppo- 
sites, and the one which I most 
often encountered was the fact 
that she had an explosive tem- 
per and yet the most tremen- 
dous patience I have ever seen 
in one person. She was a close 
friend of my family, and it was 
my mother who told me she 
would be my teacher when I 
informed the family that I 
wanted to study. “I want to be 
a real singer,” I said grandly, 
“and I don’t care how hard I 
have to work.” 

If I had known then just 
what those words meant, I 
might never have gone to Lulu. 
I could not have imagined that

Priceless is exactly what they 
were — without price. Lulu 
never charged me a cent for 
all the time, effort and knowl- 
edge she put into my keeping.

He spent five or six months 
yearly in Europe, he was music 
critic for the now-defunct St. 
Louis Times, and in every way 
was the leading musical arbit- 
er. I was impressed by his rep- 
utation and finally he agreed 


to hear me and I agreed to go. - 


I was not too happy about it. 

I kept mumbling that his studio 
was the place where “the kids 
with lots of money went.” The 
size and rich decorations made 
me unhappy; so did his brusque 
greeting and the fact that he 
ordered me up on the small 
stage with an accompanist and 
sat down and commenced to 
open his mail. I determined 
that I would show him. My 
accompanist was my Catholic 
organist—her first name was 
Ave Maria (she came from a 
very Catholic family)—and she 
nervously began playing. “What 
bad manners he has!” I whis- 
pered resentfully to her and 
apenas my mouth for the first 
note. 
The song TI had selected 
started on a very high sustained 
note. I hit it and held it—and 
watched my audience of pne 
like a hawk. 

As soon as that note hit his 
eardrums, he jerked as if some- 
one had stabbed him. But he 
kept on ripping open the en- 
velope. As I went into the, song, 
he took out the letter and 
opened it, but I do not think 
that to this day he ever finished 
it. He sat nailed to his chair, 
and I, like any young singer 
eet of her voice, was satis- 
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el voice. I repeated the song 
I had done for the piano teach- 
er. Lulu seemed unimpressed. 
She got up and peered at me. 


“What's your name?” she 


“How old?” 
“Where do you live?” 


Then she was silent. Finally 
she said: “I want to teach you, 


my girl.” 

“I’m sorry,” I said firmly. 

“What do you mean?” she 
flung at me. “That is a great 
compliment. I haven't talked 
about money. You have a 
healthy voice—a voice to be, to 
be. You don’t know how to 
sing yet!” 

“My mother doesn’t want me 
to take lessons from anyone 
except a woman she knew as a 
child,” I told her. “I’m very 
sorry.” 

Lulu puffed away fiercely on 
her cigarette. “Who is this 
woman?” she jerked out. ““May- 
be I know her.” — 

“My mother sang but not 
professionally,” I said doubt- 
fully. “I can’t—” 

“Nonsense!” she snapped. 
“What's her name? Oh, never 
mind that, what’s your moth- 
er’s name?” 

“Mrs. Traubel,” I said. Lulu 
shook her head impatiently. 
“What's the name of this won- 
derful teacher she wants you 
to have?” she sneered. 

“A woman named Lulu Mey- 
erson,” I said defiantly. 

A change came over Madame 
Vetta-Karst’s face. The hard 
lines in it melted and changed. 
She did not smile, but some- 
how it seemed as if she had 
relaxed inwardly and was en- 
joying the moment. 

“Tell me, child,” she said. 
“What was your mother’s maid- 
en name?” I was surprised at 
the gentleness of the question. 

“Clara Stuhr,” I said. 

“T see,” Lulu said thought- 
fully. “I see.” She marched to 
a telephone and, turning, de- 
manded our home number. 
“It’s no use,” I said, “be- 
cause—” 

“The number, child” 

I gave it to her and she told 
the operator and waited. Sud- 
denly she rasped: “Clara! This 
is Lulu—Lulu Meyerson!” 

From then on, for 17 years, 
she was my second mother. 
Probably I spent more time in 
her company, in that old stu- 
dio, than I did with my family 
if the hours of sleep are not 
counted. And the first lesson 
I ever took with her was the 
same as the last: scales and 
more scales, up and down the 
scales until I felt as if I were 
climbing endless mountains of 
notes. 

Perhaps the hardest lesson 
for me to learn in starting with 
Lulu was obedience. I had 
been used to having my own 
way; my voice was the magic 
wand that opened most doors 
for me in St. Louis. Now, with 
the whip of her gravelly tones 
cutting through my weary as- 
cending and ~rmecerggy | of 
notes, it was different. Yet I 
loved it. It was wonderful be- 
cause it was, I knew, the object 
of my whole life. This was a 
person who really knew singing 
—who knew what a throat was 
capable of. Anything that I 
ever proved later in life by my 
singing was something that 
Lulu dreamed of first. 

Starting with a half-hour 
each day of scales and increas- 
ing steadily from then on, Lulu 
listened to me and corrected 
me, closing her eyes against 
the cigarette smoke, leaning 
back almost with her ears 
cocked to hear the slightest de- 
viation from what she had com- 
manded. It was as if some fa- 
mous baseball coach had picked 
a kid off the sand lots and was 
trying to teach him to swing 
and hit like Babe Ruth. When 
I despaired, she assured me 
that I was capable of it; when 
I was supremely confident, she 
deflated me expertly. Four, 
eight, 12 notes up and down, 
trying to make each one as 
perfect as possible. 

That is what I always started 


but its great and incomparable 
contribution to whatever na- 
ture had given me was simply 
the purity and sustaining of 
notes in flight. “Your goal 
must always be a beautiful 
sound,” snapped Lulu, whose 
voice was anything but, yet who 
had all the wisdom of the ages 
in her aristocratic head about 
the art. “Never forget that!” 
I hope I never have. 

Just as a player has to take 
care of his instrument, so I 
have learned to take care of 
oe J voice—the way a violinist 
might cuddle with a Stradi- 
varius. When I had to sing up 
to 80 performances a year in- 
cluding a couple of dozen 
operas in addition, I was forced 
to coddle my voice. I went to 
movies and sat on the aisle 
wearing a white surgeon's 
mask. Little children some- 
times mistook me for a zombie 
left over from a horror movie 
the week before and fled out 
screaming. I had to keep away 
from all crowds—something I 
despised because I am so fond 
of being with people at all 
times. Invitations to friends 
went out worded as follows: 

“If you have a cold, please 
stay home.” 

Every day I was forced to 
practice for an hour or more 
—and then sing my heart out 
at work. This went on from 
five to seven a week. My 
husband still talks of my morn- 
ing exercises as “my warm up,” 
as if I were a pitcher in a bull 
pen in Yankee Stadium. 

Lulu taught me all these 
things from the first. From the 
moment I was assigned to her 
until the moment we parted, 
there was no monkey business. 
I was never given my own way 
for a second—me, lazy little 
Helen who had got her own 
way for so many years by 
wheedling and singing!

“You've got away with mur- 
der in your life,” Lulu would 
rasp, “just because you can 
sing. Well, that’s over!” 

“You're lazy, stupid, and 
idiotic! You can’t learn a thing 
—you'll never be great!” 

“You big cow! Can't you do 
better than that?” 

They were insults that I 
dearly wanted to repay—and 
that Lulu wanted me to repay. 
I did, eventually, and she ad- 
mitted it—by becoming the 
singer she hoped I would be- 
come. 

About once a year Lulu 
would say in a hoarse whisper: 
“You have the most beautiful 
voice I’ve ever heard,” and I 
could see the tears in her eyes. 
Then she would break out with 
a denunciation of my inatten- 
tiveness: “I’m going crazy, 
beating my brains out, trying 
to get your undivided attention 
—and here you are, paying at- 
tention to your own voice as 
if I didn’t exist! Pay attention 
to me, I'll pay attention to 
your voice!” 

Because of those years today 
I ‘never think of singing as 
“hard” or “easy.” I love to 
sing songs where I can use my 
voice in expanding—in long- 
sustained phrases. If a song is 
wordy, I sometimes have diffi- 
culty breaking up my own 
sound in order to get the words 
in the right order. I recall 
that in 1947 in Chicago—which 
has some very perceptive music 
critics—one of them wrote that 
my singing some light, familiar 
songs in a recital was “like 
sending a dreadnaught to do a 
rowboat's job.” I enjoyed the 
truth of that, and the counter- 
claim that I have kept In my 


memory was one made during 
a tour with the Philadelphia 
Philharmonic Orchestra in 
Michigan in 1950. I was sing- 
ing excerpts from the role of 
Brunnhilde in Wagner. The 
audience was entranced and I 
was satisfied. I rarely read re- 
views, I take my cues as to a 
good or bad performance from 
what I feel coming over the 
footlights in waves from the 
audience. If they like me, I 
can feel it; if they don’t, it is 
like throwing one vast mattress 
over me, smothering me to 
death. But this line from a 
review was read to me and I 
have always remembered it 
with pleasure: “The wonderful 
Traubel hoisted a few tones 
over the audience that you 
could chin yourself on.” 

With such recollections 
always comes the vision of Lulu 
Vetta-Karst. I can hear her 
harshness, warning, admonish- 
ing, denouncing — and very 
rarely, praising—over all the 
din of the past years. 

“You're a tomboy! You'll 
never be a lady! I can kill my- 
self but you'll never be fit for 
society!” 

“You have to learn how to 
grow up! How can you have 
lived this long and stayed so 
naive?” 

She never let herself get soft 
toward me even at the end. 

She was old, very old—in her 
late eighties—when she died in 
1948. I was not able to get 
back to see her in time but we 
had kept in touch and she still 
loved me, for which I am eter- 
nally grateful.

Education tor Peace 


NEW YORK, May 26. 

I HAVE A REQUEST in my mail from a group of 
young mothers who evidently feel there is need to educate 
the children of today a little differently to meet a world 
which is in constant flux. I am glad there is a realization 
that the children of today are coming into a world in 
which certain things have greatly changed. 


More and more we are coming to realize that as an 
increasing number of nations get the knowledge of how to 
produce and use nuclear weapons the need for disarma- 
ment in the world—if we do not want to destroy our 
eivilization—is becoming more imperative. 


There is also a realization, however, that even 
disarmament will not insure a peaceful world 
unless people learn to live together in peace and 
to use new machinery to settle their differences. 
Even if we took away all weapons, human nature, 
being what it is, would probably compel some 
people to any kind of force available—fists or even 
spades, if necessary. 


So, education for peace should be a very important 
ftem in the education of people in every country of the 
world. 

We here in the United States are the leaders of the 
non-Communist world. It does not look as though we are 
coming to any immediate agreement in the. meetings in 
Geneva now going on. We are realizing more and more, 
nevertheless (and we may be sure the same realization is 
coming to the Communist countries), that eventually both 
the free world and the Communists will have to accept, for 
the sake of survival, some kind of disarmament agreement. 


I think we had better be realistic enough also to face 
the fact that just disarmament will not bring peace to 
the world. Fortunately, we have machinery set up in the 
United Nations, where we can solve our difficulties through 
reason instead of force. But unless the peoples of the world 
are trained to use this machinery it will remain unused. 

Therefore, I think that those of us who are interested 
in education should see to it that children learn about the 
world as a whole—about the different people, about their 
customs and habits, and about the conditions that exist in 
the various parts of our world. 


These conditions could change and they will 
change more quickly when we really work together 
for peace instead of keeping the struggle going to 
keep the peace by a balance of arms. No one can 
tell how long it will take before we are forced to 
agreement, but it is not too early to begin to 
educate our children to an understanding of the 
world in which they live and to impress upon 
them ‘the dangers of war and the need for peace. 


I would urge on all young mothers to try to see that 
their children get the kind of basic education that would 
make it possible for them to learn the languages of other 
countries without too much difficulty. 

We should also be concerned in our country—because 
we live in a free country where we have to meet our needs 
on a voluntary basis—to develop in our children the power 
of self-discipline, which is one of the essentials for a 
citizen in a democracy to possess.

THE CRACKER BARREL AND POT-BELLIED STOVE are 
out of fashion as places to debate affairs of state. But recently 
we sat in on a “cracker barrel” discussion of development plans 
for the Current and Eleven Point rivers in the Missouri Ozarks. 
Those interested in this beautiful part of our state have 
felt that plans up until now have concentrated perhaps too 
much on recreation at the expense of sound use and develop- 
ment of other resources—and have not considered enough = 
needs and desires of the people who live here. 


It was to explore this situa- 


held at Welch Spring on the 
head of the Current. That it 
was representative is shown 
by the interest and occupations 
of those who attended; farm- 
ers and cattlemen, foresters, 


‘Jocal businessmen,-a newspaper 


publisher, a minister, the man- 
ager of an important recrea- 
tional facility, forest land-own- 
ers and at least one retired city 
businessman who has become 
actively engaged in Ozark civic 
affairs. 


Many meetings nowadays, it 
seems to mé, are over-organ- 
ized, with agendas so packed 
as to leave little room for free 
thinking and discussion. The 
“cracker barrel” quality of the 
present meeting is shown by 
the fact that it lacked even a 
chairman, let alone an agenda. 
Yet despite this, once the topic 
of the day was tossed into the 
ring, discussion followed an 
orderly pattern and arrived at 
rather definite conclusions. 
Some were entirely hopeful; 
some indicated, as always hap- 
pens when the human element 
is involved, that there is apt 
to be some dragging of feet. 


THE PROBLEM of reporting 
such a meeting is to capture 
its sense rather than to set 
down everything said. It was 
soon agreed, however, that the 
vital resource of the southeast- 
ern Ozarks is its people and 
that any development plan 
must aim toward long-range 


economic betterment of the 
region. It was equally agreed 
that the chief economic re- 
source is the forest, since 80 
per cent or more of the land 
surface is today covered with 
some sort of tree growth and 
the soil is better suited to 
growing trees than any other 
crop. Thus it is vital to make 
plans for improving’ forest 
growth and encouraging forest 
industries which will be 
attracted to the region only if 
forest conditions improve 
steadily. 

Always at this point in any 
discussion of the Missouri for- 
ests, the matters of woods 
burning and open range graz- 
ing are certain to be broached. 
And always there are two 
schools of thought. One is that 
any discussion of these subjects 
will immediately so antagonize 
the people that the purposes 
of the meeting will automati- 


cally be defeated. The other is. 


tha. unless the people of the 
deep Ozarks are willing to face 
the problems created by forest 
fires and open range grazing, 
no solution of these problems 
is possible either now or in 
the future. 


One side says “You can't 
force people to change their 
customs by making laws.” The 
other side points out that of 
the 17 lowest income counties 
in Missouri, with all the social 
and health and educational 
problems that go with these 
conditions, the poorest are the 
counties that have open range 
grazing and the worst forest

fire records. In the end, we 
who live in the Ozarks will 
have to determine whether we 
want a future for ourselves and 
our children or not. 


Farming in the Ozarks must 
also be considered as a, re- 
source, yet with certain facts 
faced. Among these is that in- 
come per farm unit is in an ex- 
ceedingly low bracket com- 
pared with either state or na- 
tional averages. Another is that 
farm population in the region, 
in the face of our explosive na- 
tional population increase, has 
dropped steadily for 50 years 
and stands today at about the 
1890 level. Even today a large 
peceontens of income of Ozark 

people comes from off- 
the-farm employment which 
doubly points up the need for 
developing the forest resource 
to make such employment 
available. With the intensely 
competitive condition of to- 
day’s agriculture, the trend in 
the Ozarks seems likely to con- 


tinue, even though some steps 
can be taken to help out here. 


EVERYONE at the meeting 
agreed that recreation is a 
vitally important Ozark re- 
source, but there was also 
rather general agreement on 
limitations and ways in which 
it might be developed. That the 
rivers have a unique wilder- 
ness quality which is sure to 
be destroyed by mass exploita- 
tion is well understood, Thus 
there was general opposition to 
widespread acquisition of land 
along the rivers by federal 
agencies which would, if costs 
were to be justified, require 
intensive development and 
mass use. Nor did anything 
come up to show that such use 
of the area would benefit the 
people who live there to any 
large or permanent extent. 


All this does not mean that 
fine recreational opportunities 
for the Ozarks do not exist and 
that these can be harmonious 
with forestry, farming and even 
industry. Some might require 
federal co-operation, as 
through the Forest Service, 
Some might be state projects. 
Some might utilize such local 
plans as a Conservancy District 
which could build many small 
lakes and reservoirs and de- 
velop these for fishing and 
camping. The meeting ended 
with agreement that, after fur- 
ther discussion at the county 
level, an. advisory council for 
development and preservation 
of the Current-Eleven Point 
country might be set up to 
work with all interested agen- 
cies and individuals.
